The Secretary responded that Dr. Shapiro, 
the Graduate Programme Director for the CBS, had raised a few 
minor points; for example, the number of allowable credits for 
MBA courses, and that these had been satisfactorily resolved. 

The Chairman noted that comparing the proposals outlined in Doc. 
79-5-4 with the programme as set out in the 1979/80 calendar, 
the only differences found were those resulting from the intro- 
duction of the course-oriented option.

Advisory Committee for a Vice-Rector Academic

on the appointment of a new Vice-Rector. The Committee will 
consist of: 


- The Rector (Chairman) 

- One Vice-Rector 

- Two Governors 

- Two Academic Deans 

- Four faculty members, one from each 
Faculty, appointed by the appropriate 
Faculty Council. 

- One day student 

One evening student 

One graduate student

Establishment of panels for Committees of Re-evaluation and 
Honourable Conduct 


The Chairman advised that the terms of office of both the 
professor and student panels have expired, and that new panels 
should now be established. Members of committees to hear 
appeals with respect to re-evaluation and to hear charges of 
cheating or plagiarism are drawn from these panels. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to request each of the four 
departments and the CBS to appoint four faculty members each to 
the panel of faculty members. 


It was agreed that the Secretary would write to EUA and EUS asking 
them to create a panel of 16-20 students. 


Implementation of Motions 79-4-9 and -12 


Prof. Sankar presented a recommendation of the Mechanical 
Engineering Department (Doc. 79-5-8) to delay implementation 
of these motions pending full consideration by the depart- 
ments/centre and EUSC. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to delay implementation 
of Motions 79-4-9 (as amended by Motion 79-4-12) until the 
departments/centre and the EUSC could provide reasoned recom- 
mendations on grade distributions. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion requesting EUSC to report 
at the November meeting of Council. 


Award of Concordia B.Eng. degrees to graduates of SGW 


Council agreed to Prof. Xistris' request to consider Motion 
79-4-5 which had been tabled at the previous meeting. After 
discussion, the motion was voted upon and defeated. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to adjourn.
